If you haven't heard, four radio amateurs were killed in plane crash while enroute to operate in 
the COWW DX SSB Contest from Crooked Island, Bahamas. The tragedy happened just after 
take-off, around 6:30 AM on Wednesday, October 21st, when the twin-engine Piper PA-23 
plane carrying the four contesters crashed into the woods only 250 yards off the end of the 
runway in Jedburg, South Carolina, about 20 miles northwest of Charleston. The four radio 
amateurs were:
